Question: Has the School Committee of the Tovn authority 
to contract for the carriage of school children for term 
of years without approval of the town? 

Answer: No. 

Until the passage of ehanbes 67 of the Acts of 
1926 the Town itself had no authority to contract for the 


transportation of school children for a period exceeding 


one vear. Chapter 67 of 1926 is as follows: 


"Section four of chapter forty of the General Laws 

is hereby amended by inserting after the word 
‘health! in the fifteenth line the following new 
paragraph:- For the furnishing of transportation 

of school children. Contracts for such transporta-: 
tion may be made by the school committee for periods 
not exceeding three years,- s0 as to read as follows; 


- Section 4. A tow may make contracts for the 
exercise Of its corporate powers and for the follow- 
ing purposes; For the disposal of its garbage, 
refuse and offal by contract for a term of years. 
Contracts for such disposal may be made by the 
selectmen, board of health or other officers having 
charge thereof. For the reception, care and treat- 
ment by hospitals established in or near the town, 

if it maintains and manages no hospital, of persons 
who by misfortune or poverty require relief during 
temporary illness; but this provision shall not add 
to the compensation now required from the common- 
wealth or from any town for the care and treatment 

of any person chargeable to them respectively as 

a pauper, nor diminish the right of the commonwealth 
to require the removal to the state infirmary of a 
pauper dependent upon it. Contracts for such 
reception, care and treatment may be made by the 
overseers of the poor or by the board of health. 

For the furnishing of transportation of school children. 
Contracts for such transportation may be made. by the 
school committee for periods not exceeding three years. 
To pay interest at a rate not exceeding four per cent 
per annum, during the lives of any persons in being 
at the time of entering into such contract, upon any 
cash gift which it may lawfully receive.”

In the event your mmicipality is contemplating the 
incurrence of debt for school construction purposes, and intends 
to request financial assistance from the Commonwealth as autho- 
rized under the law, said Chapter 528 of the Acts of 1950, autho- 
rizes the Emergency Finance Board to grant the municipality such 
en increase in debt incurring capacity as may be required. The 
filing of a petition with the Legislature for special authority 
to borrow will hot be necessary, in view of the provisions of the 
law quoted above, instead application for such an increase should 
be made to this Eoard. Upon receiving such application, you will 
be informed as to the nature of the information required to be 
submitted, and the date for hearing the request before the 
Emergency Finance Board, 


In enacting the law authorizing approval of additional 
debt allowance by this Board, the Legislature has created a 
flexible and speedy means of meeting the requirements of cities 
and towns, and avoids the slower, more complicated process 
involved in special legislation.

In connection with Roger Poole's living in the high 
school building, I have examined a great many statutes 
relating to schools, school committees and usual town 
matters. 


There is no question but what the school committee 
has complete control of the schools and school buildings 
and may do almost anything they wish in connection with 
them. On the other hand, Chapter 0, Section 4, which 
relates to the powers of towns, provides that towns may 
use their real or personal property. only for public purposes. 
Cases which have been decided under the various statutes 
very strongly indicate that there is no Board or officer 
of a town, even with the approval and consent of a Town 
Meeting, which could lawfully authorize anyone to use any 
of its public buildings, particularly schools, for purposes 
such as Mr. Poole is using the high school. 


If you wish, I can cite some of the statutes and 
cases Which leave no doubt in my mind as to the illegality 
of his occupying any school building for dwelling purposes.

EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM 


NO. 1

What would be the answer if you asked 100 of the outstanding public 
school administrators of Massachusetts, “What is the No. 1 educational prob- 
lem in this state?” No doubt a very great majority would reply, “A more 
adequate and up-to-date system of financing public schools.” You might expect 
that the answer would be some other one, such as more teachers or elimina- 
tion of overcrowded classes or better salaries or better equipment, and it is 
true that these would be good answers. 


But the fundamental problem in Massachusetts education today is a 
financial one. When that problem has been solved there will be improve- 
ment in several respects. 


What Is Wrong? 


What is wrong with the present financing of public education in Massa- 
chusetts? Simply this: The support of the public schools has depended too 
much upon the local property tax. The local tax on real estate and other 
tangible property has become so heavy in most communities as to make it very 
difficult for local school departments to obtain sufficient money to operate the 
up-to-date school systems which modern times call for. In certain Massachu- 
setts communities the schools are positively starving; in most others they are 
suffering from financial malnutrition. 


For example, we see a poor city, with a tax rate of $49.40, spending only 
$139 per school pupil, and a rich city, with a tax rate of $37, spending $191 
per pupil. Another poor city with a tax rate of $51.80 spends $151 per pupil, 
whereas another wealthy city with a $32 tax rate spends $193 per pupil. 
Taking an example from the list of towns, we find a poor town with a $49 tax 
rate spending $96 per pupil, and a rich town with a $32 tax rate spending $242 
per pupil. These are somewhat extreme examples, but there are very many 
others of a similar nature. | | |

Adequate State Aid for Schools 


By FRED E. PITKIN 
Director of Research 


TATE aid for the support of 


schools in Massachusetts now 
amounts to only about $6,000,000. 


This is about 8% of the total cost 


of the schools. Massachusetts ranks 
about fifth from the bottom of the 
forty-eight states in that respect. 
State aid for the support of schools in 
Delaware, Washington, New Mexico, 
California, and Michigan averages 
about $3,150 per classroom. In this 
state it is about $270 per classroom. 

In this state the average per- 
capita income for 1944 was $1,299. 
This gave our state a rank of eleventh 
from the top of all the states in 
per-capita income. 
that Massachusetts stands high 
among the states in its ability to 
support public education. 


We Are Low in. Effort 

The relative effort that a state 
makes to support education may be 
measured by the proportion of the 
income of its people that is expended 
for the support of schools. For 1944 
in Massachusetts the current ex- 
penditure for the support of public 
elementary and high schools was only 
1.55% of the total income of its 
people. In that respect Massachu- 
setts stood twenty-seventh from the 
top of the forty-eight states. It is 
one of the wealthiest states, but the 
effort it has put forth to give ade- 
quate support to its public schools is 
below the average. 

The statute providing the present 
$6,000,000 program of state aid was 


adopted in 1919. It is complicated — 


and outmoded. The formula for cal- 
culating the quota for any town is 
about one page of fine print. Since 
1919 study and research have de- 
veloped simpler and much better 
methods for prorating state aid 
among the towns and cities. These 
methods result in towns and cities 
securing aid much more in proportion 
to their respective needs. In Massa- 
chusetts now there is too little cor- 
relation between the amount of state 
aid that a town receives and the 
amount the town needs to receive. 
Some wealthy towns receive more aid 
per pupil than some poor towns. For 
instance, in 1945 Springfield, a rela- 
tively wealthy city, received about 
$12 per pupil state aid while Revere, 
a relatively poor city, received about 
$9 per pupil. 
$28,500,000 Our Goal 

Our own Committee on State Aid 
this fall prepared a legislative bill 
to increase state aid for the support 
of schools from the present amount 
of about $6,000,000 to about $28,500,- 


This indicates , 


000. This bill has been filed for the 


1948 session of legislature by Sena- 
tor Ralph C. Mahar, chairman of the 
Committee on Education in the Sen- 
ate. This bill will be known as S. 164. 
You will want to work for the pass- 
age of S. 164. 


S. 164 proposes a simple method of 
calculating the aid that each town 
and city receives. The amount of 
such grant for each town and city 
will be the amount by which $125 
per pupil (net average membership) 
exceeds $6 per $1,000 of the equal- 
ized valuation. The equalized valua- 
tion for each town and city was de- 


termined by the legislature in 1945 


for a five-year period. It averages 
about 10% more than the assessed 
valuation, but is even less in some 
cases and 25% more in some cases. 


Using the Formula 
Using the fiscally poor town of 
Bridgewater, the quota of state aid 
under S. 164 would be calculated as 
follows: | 


1,022 pupils x $125 = $127,750 
$6 per $1,000 on 
$7,349,784 ..... = 44,098 
Grant of state aid $ 83,652 
The following is for the wealthier 
town of Concord: | 
1,172 pupils x $125 = $146,500 
$6 per $1,000 on 
$13,803,606 ...... = 82,822 
Grant of state aid $ 63,678 
The educational need or Joad of a 
town is measured by the number of 
pupils. The ability of a town to meet 
that need or to carry that load is 
measured by the equalized valuation 
of the town. Bridgewater’s load is 
1,022 pupils. The equalized valua- 
tion of $7,349,734 represents the 


town’s ability to finance the education 
of those pupils. Hence, the formula, 


by using the number of pupils and 


the equalized valuation, is based on 
the need and fiscal ability of the 
respective towns and cities. 

If a town has a tax of $6 per 
$1,000, that represents a _ certain 
amount of fiscal effort on the part of 
its taxpayers. A $10-per-$1,000 tax 
would be a greater effort and a $4- 
per-$1,000 tax would be a lesser ef- 
fort. A $6-per-$1,000 tax in all towns 
would mean an approximately equal 
effort in those towns to raise money. 
The formula therefore provides that 
after all towns and cities have made 
the equal effort of raising $6 per 
$1,000, they will each have at least 


$125 per pupil for the support of 
their schools. 
_ Equalizes Burden 
As indicated above, the effect of 
S. 164 would really be to guarantee 
to rich and poor towns alike that, 


after locally raising $6 per $1,000 © 
ofthe equalized valuation for schools, 


thé-state would grant enough aid to 


provide a minimum total of $125 per 


pupil in every town and city. This 
would tend to equalize the burden of 
Supporting the schools and the edu- 


cational opportunities of the children — 


in the poorer towns with those of 


the richer towns. The formula is’ 


therefore called an equalizing for- 
mula. However, most towns will con- 
tinue to raise more than $6 per 


$1,000 for schools so as to spend - 


much more than this minimum $125 
per pupil. 

For the average town or city, 
S. 164 would increase the state aid 
for schools by about $1,000 per class- 


_ room. Hach school committee would 


then have to decide how much, if any, 
of this aid it would recommend be 
used for reducing the local school 
taxes and how much of it -would be 
used to improve salaries and schools. 
This State aid could not be used for 
new buildings and equipment. This 
increased aid would enable school 
committees to adopt quite satisfac- 
tory salary schedules and to reduce 
class sizes, | 


Where to Get the Money 
Most of the present $6,000,000 


' state aid for schools comes from the 


receipts of the state income tax. 
S. 164 proposes to continue using that 
$6,000,000 from income taxes. No 
new taxes are included in the bill. 
The remaining $22,500,000 would 
be paid out of the general revenue 
of the state. Michigan grants $44,- 
500,000 state aid for schools from its 
general revenue, Missouri $28,000,- 
000, Iowa $13,000,000, New York 
$138,000,000, and Pennsylvania $60,- 
000,000. Fourteen other states pro- 
vide state aid for schools from the 
general revenue. Massachusetts it- 
self is now distributing annually 
about $2,000,000 state aid for vo- 
cational schools from the general 
revenue of the state. Hence, we have 
an peanee right here in our own 
state. 


_ Of course, the state will have to 
increase its general revenue accord- 
ingly with whatever new taxes the 
legislature would choose. These new 
taxes would not be definitely linked 
with or earmarked for state aid for 


schools. They would go into the state © 


treasury and become part of the 
general revenues of the state.

On January 23, 1946, the House Rules Committee reported out H. Re 3370 National 
School Lunch Program, which had previously been favorably reported by the House Com-~ 
mittee on Agriculture. It is expected that Hs Rs 8570 will come up for action on 
the floor of the House February 13, 1946; That means that every possible support 


for the measure must be rallied at, onces 


What you can do is to wire or write your representatives in Congress imme- 
diately and ask others to do the samei’ Point out to them what school lunches 
mean to the health and education of children and ask them to vote for the bill. 
Wire or write your Congressmen at the House Office Building, and the Senate Office 
Building, Washington, De Ce 


Now is the time to establish once for all that serving hot lunches in school 
is not an emergency relief measure, not a device for the disposal of surplus food, 
but a necessity for our children's health and educational progress. The minimum 
with which we can be satisfied is continuation of the program on the present temp-~- 
orary basis, but passage of He Re 3570 or S. 962 or a joint measure will prevent 
the school lunch crisis from arising each year and will guarantee that increasing 
numbers of children will have an abundant supply of well-prepared food in the mid~ 
dle of the school day. 


Every parent-teacher association, and civic, labor, farm, religious, veterans, 
child welfare, women's and other community organization should be urged to pass 
immediate resolutions expressing its sentiment that the Federal School lunch program 
be continued. 


Congress needs immediate and continuous evidence of widespread public support 
for the school lunch programe 


The attached statement summarizes the major features of Hs Re 3370 and sup 
porting datae Because Federal Funds similar in amount and purpose to those pro~ 
posed in Title I hawe been provided for several years, it woul&# appear that any 
opposition which may develop on the floor of the House will probably center about 
Title II of the Bill, But Title IT is of the greatest importance; it is essential 
since it provides assurance that children will get the maximum benefits from the 
Federal funds provided under Title I. In communicating with your Congressmen, 
therefore, you should emphasize the importance of supporting the provisions of this 
Title of H, Re 3370, as well as those of Title I. 


This Committee has given long and careful study to the provisions of this 
School Lunch Bill and are convinced it is sound legislation, We hopa.t 
give this legislation your whole-hearted support.

State Administration - Major responsibility for administering the 
program is placed upon the State educational agencies, and funds 
to enable them to discharge the responsibility are provided. 


"However, if, in any State, the State educational agency is not 


permitted by law to disburse the funds paid to it under this title 
to nonprofit private schools in the State, or is not permitted by 
law to match Federal funds made available for use by such non=- 
profit private schools, the Secretary shall withhold from the 
funds apportioned to any such State under section 102 of this 
title the same proportion of the funds as the number of children 
between the ages of five and seventeen, inclusive, attending non- 
profit private schools within the State is of the total number 

of persons of those ages within the State attending schoole The 
Secretary shall disburse the funds so withheld directly to the 
nonprofit private schools within said State." 


Title I - Procurement of Foodstuffs - Provides that Federal funds 
in the amount of $50, 000, 000 to aid in the procurement of foodstuffs 
shall be channeled through the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
Funds are to be apportioned on the basis of an objective formula 
consisting of two factors (a) the number of children 5 - 17, inclu- 
sive, and (b) the need for assistance as indicated by the ratio of 
the per .capita income of a State to that of the United States. 
Federal funds are to be matched in the beginning by State and/or 
local expenditures on a dollar for dollar basis; matching to in-=- 
erease progressively to $4 State and/or local to #1 Federal funds 
after five years. In States which find themselves unauthorized 

by law to reallot Federal funds to non-profit private schools 

the Department of Agriculture is permitted allot funds directly 

to such schools, as well as to non-profit child care centerse 


Title II - Bquipment, Traini of Lunchroom Workers, Nutrition 
Education ~ Provides that Federal Funds in the amount of $15,000,000 
(less not to exceed a very small amount for Federal administration) 
be alloted to the States (a) to employ and train school lunch admin-~ 
istrators, supervisors and manager, (b) to equip school lunchrooms, 
and (c) to develop programs of nutrition education, These funds 

are to be channeled through the U. Se Office of Education to the 
Statest educational agencies only. Funds are to be apportioned on 
the basis of the same formula as in Title I and similarly matched 

by State and/or local funds, | 


5. State Plans ~- Under Title I funds are to be disbursed by the State 
educational agency in terms of agreements entered into by the State 
agency and the schools of the State. Agreements must be in accord 
ance with the provisions of Title I and approved by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, Neither the Secretary nor the State, however, "Shall 
impose any requirement with respect to administration, teaching per- 
sonnel, curriculum, instruction, methods of instruction, or material 
of instruction of any school," 


Under Title II, the State educational agency must submit a State plan 
providing for (a) thd development and supervision of school lunches by 
the State agency and limiting tho costs resulting from these activi- 
ties to not in excess of 15% of funds apportioned; (b) distribution 
of funds only to public schools and school systems of high-school 
grade or under (including nonprofit private schools of high-school 
gradé or under which receive public funds from the State or any 
school system thereof for payment of teachers Salaries); (c) such 
schools to furnish school lunches on non-profit basis in accordance 
with nutritional standards determined by the State educational agency 
to be consistent with those established by the Department of Agricul 
ture, and (d) such schools to serve meals without cost or at reduced 
cost to children who are determined by local school authorities to 

be unable to pay the full cost of the lunch, and with no segregation 
or discrimination because of inability to pay. 


II. NEED FOR FEDERAL ATD LEGISLATION 


About one school in seven received government benefits in operating 
school lunch programs last year. Approximately an equal number 
operated such programs without assistance from:'Federal funds. Five 
schools in seven were therefore without a school lunch program, many 
because of inability to provide facilities or to get the program | 
underway, to train school lunch managers, workers, etc. Many more 
schools, especially those located in communities which are not being 
reached by the present federally aided program, should be encouraged 
by He Re 3370 to provide school lunch services for their children. 
Title II is especially needed to stimulate action and to assist these 
schools in getting started. It provides the means by which to 
develop a wide-spread, efficient and well-managed progran of school 
lunches on a permanent basis and under control of the State and local 
education authorities, | 


In reporting H. Re 3370, the Oommittee on Agriculture summarized the pur- 
pose of the Measure thus: . 


The national school lunch bill provides basic, comprehensive legis- 
lation for aid, in general, to the States in the operation of school lunch 
programs as permanent and integral parts of their school systems, and thus 
Supersedes the prevailing arrangement of a temporary year-—to~year program 
based only upon authority contained in annual appropriations therefor 
for the Department of Agriculture. Such aid, heretofore extended by Jon- 
gress through the Department of Agriculture has, for the past 10 years, 
proven of exceptional benefit to the children, schools, and agriculture 
of the country as a whole, but the necessity for now coordinating the work 
throughout the nation, and especially to encourage and increase the finan- 
cial participation and active control by the several States makes it desir-= 
able that permanent enabling legislation take the place of the present 
temporary legislative structure,"

III. Community Safety Activities of

There are many specific traffic problems of equal interest to par- 
ents, educators, trafic authorities and the general public. The problem 
of the under-age driver, for example, concerns not only the traffic

Several specific problems of this type have been selected for study 
by local units. When studying them, however, association members 
should keep in mind that traffic officers and highway engineers are 
responsible for the administration of the trafic laws, construction of 
roads and the placement of signs and signals. Detailed programs in 
this field should be developed with the assistance of the officials con- 
cerned. The relationship between the parent-teacher group desiring 
to sponsor traffic activities and traffic officers and engineers is funda- 
mentally similar to the relationship between the parent-teacher group 
desiring to study safety education in the schools and educators.

The attendance at 
the 6 to 8 o'clock session was very small because the older children 
swim at the Hopkinton Reservor now and are more attracted to it.However, 
the younger group were quite reluctant to heave the pool at four, and I 
suggest that next year, the hours of opening be from one to six o'clock 
and eliminate the evening period. 

There were no injuries or sickness contracted at the pool 
to my knowledge. It was necessary for me to discipline a few of the 
boys because of infraction of the rules at times.However, the only 
punitive measures taken were dismissal for a day or so. All in all, 

I believe everyone enjoyed the use of the pool. 

I appreciate the opportunity of having been able to earm 
some money to help out with my college edmeation, and sincerely hope 
that I may be as fortunate next summer.
